Advanced Placement Test. Percentages of tenth, eleventh and twelfth grade public school students who took 
at least one advanced placement test given by the College Board. Also given is the percentage of twelfth-grade test 
takers who scored 3 or higher on any subject-area Advanced Placement Test. Source: Unpublished data tape from the 
College Board.

American College Testing. Percentage of public school graduates who took the American College Testing
